Minneapolis, Oct. 20.—On the out­ 
come of the actions brought by the 
United States against the county offi­ 
cials of Becker, Clearwater and Mah­ 
nomen counties, depend the titles to 
upwards of 500 farms in the old White 
Earth Indian reservation in Minneso­ 
ta. The government is trying to as­ 
certain who of the Indians are real 
aborigines, and who, through the ad­ 
mixture of foreign blood, are no longer 
wards of the government, for a full­ 
blooded Indian Carnot transfer his 
land, while a “breed” can. 
The task of ascertaining when an 
Indian is not an Indian has been as­ 
signed to John Vandersluis, who is 
now in Detroit as the special examiner 
for the federal circuit court, lo de­ 
termine the exact judicial status of 
the White Earth Indians. 
All fn ft bi odd a of Indian tribes of 
the United Stat?* are wards of the 
government, and aft the “breeds*.” no 
mutter what the fraction, after re­ 
ceiving 
their land 
allotments, 
are 
citizens of the state in which they live. 
This rule of the Indian department 
has started something on the W hits 
Earth reservation which is expected 
to keep the courts busy for many 
years. It has developed that many of 
the White Earth Indians who received 
their land allotments have disposed 
of them. 
These allotments or farms, 
are taxable in Becker. Clearwater and 
Mahnomeu counties and the county 
authorities have placed them on the 
tax rolls. 
After this was done, it was discov­ 
ered that many of the allotments were 
made to “fullbloods,” who are wards 
of the government and have no right 
to transfer their property without the 
sanction of the secretary of the in 
tcrior. 
It also has appeared that some of 
the supposed fullbloods have repre 
rented themselves as “breeds” in or­ 
der to sell their land. When it was 
revealed that” the wards of the gov­ 
ernment had disposed of their allot­ 
ments and that the county authorities 
had proceeded to levy taxes, the gov­ 
ernment intervened and brought ac­ 
tion against the officials of Becker, 
Clearwater and Mahnomen counties. 
to restrain them from levying and col­ 
lecting the taxes. 
Serious complications in land titles 
are certain to follow the ruling of the 
courts on tjie standing of the Indians. 


Widow of Murdered St. Paul Butcher 


Forced to Again Hear Herself Ac­ 


cused of Killing Her Husband When 
Cie*k 
Reads 
'ndictment 
to 
New 


Jurors—Prisoner Weeps During the 


Reading of the Document. 


St. Paul, Oct. 20.—-Ten of the twelve 
men who will decide the guilt or in­ 
nocence of Mrs. Mina Arbogast, on 
trial before Judge Orr for the murder 
of her husband, have been selected. 
Eleven men had been sworn on the 
Jury, but the second man, selected late 
Monday afternoon, was excused by 
agreement of counsel for both sides. 
He is Clement N. Nielson, who was re­ 
leased from jury service for personal 
reasons. 
Early In the afternoon that part of 
the regular panel at the disposal of 
County Attorney Richard IT O’Brien 
for criminal court service had been ex­ 
hausted after the seventh juror had 
been ordered inio the box. There were 
p. number of other talesmen on duty 
in the civil branches of the district 
court and Judge Orr sent for all those 
who could be spared. 
Three-quarters 
of an hour later another dozen jury­ 
men filed into the room. 
All during the recess Mrs. Arbogast 
was surrounded by her daughters Ida, 
“Babe” and Mrs. Ulmer, her attend­ 
ant and another woman friend. 
She 
occasionally shook her head at some 
remark, but never lifted the heavy veil 
which keeps her features completely 
obscured from view. 
When court was called to order Mrs 
Arbogast passed through the ordeal of 
hearing herself accused in legal formu­ 
la, for the second rime in two days, 
of having murdered her husband. The 
newly arrived jurymen had not been 
present when the indictment was read. 
so it was necessary to read it. crowd­ 
ed with awful details, a second time. 
The suspense was deep while the 
clerk was unfolding the document, and 
as his words resounded through the 
court, detailing the particulars of the 
crime, Mrs. Arbogast shuddered piti­ 
fully and seemed to shrink in her 
chair

Later she was placed in the 
county jail, pending a fuller Investi­ 
gation. 
Mrs. Doran says she shot her hue 
band in self-defense. 
According to

over his indifference and other do­ 
mestic troubles, following which she 
was attacked by him. Then, It is said 
Bhe fired.

Convention of Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep 
Waterway Aseociation. 
New Orleans, Oct. 20.—Typical of 
the rapidly growing public demand for 
improved inland water freight routes, 
the convention of the I.akes-to-the- 
Gulf 
Deep 
Waterway 
association, 
which is to be held In New Orleans 
Oct. 29 and 20 and Nov. I and 2, will 
break all records of similar gather­ 
ings both in the m atter of attendance 
end prominence of the men who will 
come as delegates. Headed by Presi­ 
dent Taft, more senators, foreign diplo­ 
mats, heads of departments, congress­ 
men and leaders ic. varied lines of 
endeavor will come to New Orleans to 
take part In the proceedings than have 
ever before been gathered together for 
a similar purpose on American scil. 
The report of the inland waterway 
commission on the water-carried com­ 
merce of Europe, which is expected to 
be made to the president just before 
the convention assembles, will show, 
among other things, that with com­ 
paratively insignificant streams, Hol­ 
land, France aud Germany have suc­ 
ceeded in building tip a monster and 
hugely profitable commerce and at the 
same time saving shippers more than 
two-thirds of rail haul cost. It is 
highly probable that the report will 
also show that this great saving has 
given Europe a huge competitive ad­ 
vantage over America in most cf the 
foreign markets. 
W ith this data be­ 
fore it, the convention will be In the 
best position in Ka history to obtain 
proper recognition from congress of 
the justice of its demands for a navi­ 
gable waterway from the Great Lakes 
Ic the Gulf. 
President Philip Werlein of the Now 
Orleans Progressive union, which will 
entertain President Taft and the dele­ 
gates, announces a practically com­ 
pleted programme. 
The battleship) Mississippi, the ar­ 
mored cruisers New York, Montana 
and North Carolina, and four torpedo 
beat destroyers will take part in the 
president’s reception and will repre- 
cent the navy during convention week. 
Vice President Sherman, Speaker 
Cannon, more than 150 congressmen, 
between twenty five and thirty gov­ 
ernors, and many foreign ambassadors 
will attend the convention.

LARGEST YIELD OF WHEAT 


Minnesota’s Crop Bigger Thsn That 
of Any Other State. 
St. Paul, Oct. 20.—Minnesota had 
the best yield per acre of any state 
in the Union in rye and hay and the 
second best in wheat during the sea­ 
son 
just closing. 
Figures showing 
these facts were compiled by George 
Welsh, 
immigration 
commissioner, 
from the government crop report. Be­ 
sides that, Minnesota had the largest 
yield of wheat of any state in the 
Union. 
Minnesota’s wheat crop is figured 
at 94.562,000 bushels, an average of 
16.5 bushels per acre. 
Wisconsin was 
the only state with a better average, 
19 bushels; but it3 total crop was only 
2,318,000. 
North Dakota raised 87,- 
283,000 bushels, nearly as much as 
Minnesota, but the average yield was 
only 13.7. 
Iowa’s average was 14.7 
and South Dakoti and Nebraska had 
averages of about 14 bushels. 
Minnesota’s average yield of rye 
was 19 bushels per acre and the to­ 
tal crop, 1,748,000 bushels. 
Sol th Da­ 
kota averaged 18 5, the second best. 
Michigan raised the largest crop, but 
her average yield was only 15.5. 
Minnesota’s average yield of hay 
this year was 1.75 tons per acre, lo* a 
coming next with an average of 1.62. 
.Minnesota’s total yield was 1,622,000 
tons, several states having larger to 
tals. 
Iowa raised 5 910,000 tons. 


San Francisco, Oct. 20.—Soldiers

part in the services, which were at­ 
tended by the Knights of Columbus, 
Governor Gillette, Mayor Taylor and 
other state and municipal officers. 
Nicholas Covarrubias. who as Don 
Gaspar de Portola, made his formal 
entry to the city after sailing through 
the Golden Gate. 
Rldftig on his charger at the head 
of more than 6,000 soldiers and sail­ 
ors. Don Gaspar made a triumphant 
march through the city to Union 
square, where he was presented to 
Miss Virginia Bogue, queen of the fefT' 
tival. 
The drinking of President Taft’s 
toast to San Francisco in Union 
square where the militiamen and rep­ 
resentatives of the six nations that 
took part in the street parade were 
drawn up in hollow square, was fol­ 
lowed by a luncheon to Don Gaspar 
and Queen Virginia at the St. Franc!* 
hotel.

Tlie national census of the United 
Stolen partakes of the nature of both 
an I memory of materia! possessions 
and a social, industrial, educational 
and moral stock taking. 
The consti­ 
tution requires a census every ten 
years as the basis for the reapportion­ 
ment of representatives In congress. 
Fewer even than six questions, the 
number asked in the first census of 
1700, would now meet the basic need 
from which the census sprang. 
But 
progress iu general and national ex­ 
pansion in particular have demanded 
more Information. 
It may be asked, “What questions 
shall be included In the schedules of 
the census bureau where each costs 
tens of thousands of dollars?” 
Upon 
this point there Is a difference of opin­ 
ion. and since bureaus, like individ­ 
uals, are fallible the census reports

Profit­ 
ing by the past, the officials of the 
thirteenth decennial census have said 
to a body of experts, “Put your heads 
together and help us to compose sched­ 
ules covering population, agriculture, 
manufactures and mines and mining 
which shall best fill tbs demands of 
business, science, progress and human 
welfare." 
So the classes of men which have 
supplied competent critics in the past 
have now furnish* 
^ who are 
about to complete 
labors iu 
Washington. 
They came as salaried, 
expert special agents to give the coun 
try the benefit of study and experi­ 
ence to make the census of 1910, it is 
hoped, the most valuable ever taken 
anywhere in the world. 
There are 
among these men professors, occupy’ 
fng many different chairs, and indus­ 
trial, farm, stock, mining and other 
experts. 
The schedule of manufac­ 
tures has been presented for criticism 
to commercial bodies, and the tenta­ 
tive agricultural schedule has been el 
amlned by experts of the department 
of agriculture, by state commissiouers 
of agriculture and others. 
Many Enufn«rf$or« to Bg Employed. 
Census Director E. Dana Durand Is 
the administrative head of the bureau, 
which is under the jurisdiction of 
Charles Nagel, secretary of the depart­ 
ment of commerce and labor. 
As­ 
sistant Director W. F. Willoughby, 
with Dr. J. A. Hill, will have immedi­ 
ate charge of the technical work of 
the bureau. 
The population returns 
as of the date Aj>ril 15,_ 1910. will be 
obtained by <13,000 enumerators uudei 
the oversight of 330 supervisors. The 
agricultural schedule also will be car­ 
ried by 45,000 of the enumerators and 
will cover the farm operations of 1909 
and the farm equipment on April 15, 
1910. 
The great importance of this sched 
ule will be realized from the fact that 
about three times as much capital is 
invested in agriculture as in manufac­ 
tures. Six million farms will be visit­ 
ed, and it is expected that it will de­ 
velop that fully 15.000.000 people are 
engaged 
in 
agricultural 
pursuits. 
About 2.000 special agents will begin 
the collection of statistics of manufac­ 
tures for the year 1909 on Jan. I. 
Three hundred of the regular enumer­ 
ators will carry schedules of manu­ 
factures iu certain districts. 
New Compiling Device. 
About 3.000 clerks in addition to the 
permanent force of the census bureau 
will be employed iii Washington to 
compile the statistics from the sched­ 
ules. Uncle Sam s up to dateless in a 
mechanical way to the present case is 
attested by the new equipment which 
is to be installed to facilitate the labor 
of compilation. The use of machinery 
has made it possible to enlarge the 
scope of investigation included iu the 
schedule, because it Is now possible to 
deal with a mass of data which could 
not hove been handled by the old 
method of making tallies. In 1900 the 
schedule of population alone contained 


twenty-five questions. Take the popu 
lation of 1010 at 90.000.000. with the 
same number of questions, and this 
will mean no less than 2.250.000.000 of 
Items to be counted, to say nothing of 
combinations. 
The present system of tabulating re­ 
turns was first used in the census of 
1890. The vital factor is n simple 
thing, a card about 3 by 6% inches. 
with holes punched In it. A position or 
combination of positions is assigned to 
“white,” “colored.” etc., so that every 
possible answer is provided for. 
The schedules are all transferred to 
cards with the help of a punching ma­ 
chine. This has a keyboard much like 
a typewriter. The cards are fed under 
the punches from a pack and ejected 
automatically. 
These 
machines, 
of 
which 300 have been ordered, can be 
operated at the rate of from 400 to 500 
cards an hour with an average of thir­ 
teen or fourteen strokes to the card. 
How T abulating M achines W ork. 
There will be a hundred tabulating 
machines. They somewhat resemble 
an upright piano In appearance. 
In 
place of the keyboard there Is a feed 
plate and an arm carrying a pin box 
near one end. As a card may have be­ 
tween 200 and 300 positions and as a 
tabulating machine has only sixty 
counters, It Is necessary to rqn a card 
through several times In order to get 
all the information. 
After deciding what data are wanted 
the little cups in the feed plate affect­ 
ed are filled with mercury, and elec­ 
tric connections are made with the 
counters. 
Then when a card is fed 
the pin box descends and wherever 
holes have been punched for the an­ 
swers required the pins dip Into the 
mercury 
and 
an 
electric 
current 
causes the counters to register. 
The 
card itself Is sufficiently rigid to pre­ 
vent all the other pins from dipping 
into the mercury. 
It will be seen, 
then, that the principle governing the 
operation of the tabulating machine is 
simple. 
This mechanism can be fed 
by hand at the rate of 3,500 or 4,000 
an hour. 
In tabulating the population sched­ 
ule alone 90,000,000 cards will be pass­ 
ed six times through the machines.. 
When an enumeration district is com­ 
pleted or when desired the totals 
shown by all the counters are printed 
on paper tapes at a single operation, 
and these are drawn out and the num­ 
bers 
transcribed. 
The 
agricultural 
schedule will have a machine adapted 
to Its special needs, which will regis­ 
ter and add the value of farms, stock, 
crops, etc. 
Many typewriters, adding machines, 
combined writers and adders and ma­ 
chines for computing percentages and 
performing other arithmetical opera- 
tions will be used. 
Heretofore much 
leased tabulating machinery has been 
used at large expense. 
For this cen­ 
sus very little will be required, and it 
is estimated that this change of policy 
will save many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars.

R esolutions 
A dopted

E xecutive 
Council of L abor F eceratio n . 
Washington, Oct. 20.—Resolutions 
fiercely denouncing the “murder” of 
Francisco Ferrer, the Spanish revolu- 
Monist, who recently was shot in Bar­ 
celona, in which, after referring to 
him as a “martyr,” it was declared 
that his martyrdom has given “the 
cause of liberty a great impetus, not 
only In Spain and in European mon­ 
archial 
countries, 
but 
everywhere 
that human aspiration for freedom yet 
seeks attainment,” were adopted at 
the session of the executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
‘We. on our own personal behalf 
as well as in the name of America’s 
workers and the whole people,” the 
resolutions declare, “express our in­ 
tense indignation, horror and our 
strongest protest against the murder 
of Francisco Ferrer by direction of 
the Spanish government.” 
Taken in connection with the ac­ 
tion of the supreme court of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia in sentencing Presi­ 
dent Gompers, Secretary Morrison and 
John Mitchell of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor, to serve terms in jail 
for contempt of court, the concluding 
paragraph of the resolution Is looked 
upon here as significant. 
It declares that “we take this occa­ 
sion of the military murder of a man 
whose real offending was speaking, 
writing and teaching humanity to be­ 
come more wise, more free and more 
liberty-loving, to remind the people of 
our own country that the liberty of the 
citizen is only secure when trial by 
jury and iii open court for any alleged 
offense involving punishment is guar­ 
anteed.'*
